Weather blamed 
for oilsands duck 
deaths: Report 


Off the hook. Sudden 
storm forced birds to 
[and in tailings ponds 


There will be no charges 
against two oilsands compan¬ 
ies that own tailings ponds in 
northern Alberta where hun¬ 
dreds of ducks died two years 
ago, the province says. 

The environment depart¬ 
ment released a report by a 
University of Alberta biologist 
on Thursday that said nothing 
could have been done when 
an early-winter storm in Oc¬ 
tober 2010 forced the birds to 
land on the toxic waste ponds 
belonging to S 3 mcrude and 
Suncor near Fort McMurray. 
More than 550 birds, many of 
them covered in oily goo, had 
to be destroyed.

The bird deaths came just 
days after S 3 mcrude agreed to 
pay $3 million in penalties 
after 1,600 ducks died on one 
of its tailings ponds during a 
storm two years earlier. 

Pictures of dead and dying 
birds flashed around the 
world and S 3 mcrude was cast 
by critics as an environment¬ 
al pariah. 

A U of A report by biolo¬ 
gist Colleen Cassady St. Clair 
says strong winds, freezing 
rain and poor visibility forced 
the birds to land abruptly. 

“The weather during, and 
especially preceding, the 
landings included a major 
storm event with high wind 
speeds and changing wind 
directions, exactly the condi¬ 
tions that hinder migration,” 
she says in her report. 

Premier Alison Redford 
supported the decision not to

proceed with charges, saying 
the report was based on more 
than two years of research. 

“Sometimes, incidents hap¬ 
pen,” she said. “The test is in 
the integrity of the system 
that then responds to this cir¬ 
cumstance, and 1 think that 
it’s very important we had in¬ 
dependent experts providing 
evidence on that.” 

But Greenpeace cam¬ 
paigner Mike Hudema said 
the ducks wouldn’t have died 
if the oilsands processors 
hadn’t been there. 

“These ducks didn’t die 
because of bad weather,” he 
said. “They died because their 
natural habitat has been re¬ 
placed by toxic tailings lakes. 
Syncrude and Suncor should 
have to answer for the tragic 
costs of the toxics they create 
and release into the environ¬ 
ment.”

Police

Edmonton police are 
raising the alarm about a 
suspicious man on a bike 
who is approaching young 
girls in the Ottewell area. 

Police received two 
reports last Friday 
and three reports on 
Wednesday of a man 
approaching young girls 
between the ages of 
nine and 15, and they 
say they are concerned 
about what could hap¬ 
pen. 

“What this person, 
we think, is trying to do 
is lure these young girls.

Woman found dead 
in Summerside home

Neighbours in the Summer- 
side subdivision in southeast 
Edmonton were shocked 
after learning Thursday that 
a woman had been found 
dead in a duplex in the area. 

The home at 7314 22 Ave. 
SW remained behind police 
tape Thursday evening, and 
a police forensics unit re¬ 


mains in front of the duplex. 

Danielle, who declined 
to provide her last name, 
lives a few units down from 
the crime scene, and she 
said she was shocked when 
police knocked on her door 
to ask if she had heard any¬ 
thing late last night. 

“Most of us don’t know 
each other along the block. 
I’ve lived here a year and 
there’s never been an54:hing 
(to) go wrong — no strange 
noises, nothing. I don’t even 
know who lived there,” she 
said. 

Another man returning 
home from work said he 
lives in the block behind 
the duplex, and is stunned 


to hear of the death. 

“I walk along this block 
everyday with my young 
daughter. It’s a brand-new 
area — I don’t know what 
to say,” he said. 

According to police, a 
man went to the Sherwood 
Park RCMP detachment to 
report an injured person 
in the home around 1 a.m. 
Thursday morning. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice immediately responded 
to the home and found the 
woman dead inside. 

The man who went to 
the Sherwood Park RCMP is 
now in police custody, but 
police had very little infor¬ 
mation beyond that.

If the death is ruled a 
homicide it will be the 24th 
the city has seen this year. 


“It is still very early on 
in the investigation,” said 
EPS spokesperson Noreen 
Remtulla. 

She did not say if either 
the deceased or the man in 
custody lived in the home. 

An autopsy has not been 
scheduled and Remtulla 
said once it takes place po¬ 
lice might have more in¬ 
formation about what oc¬ 
curred.

Homeowners 
can apply for 
disaster relief 

Homeowners in Edmon¬ 
ton who had to deal 
with flooded basements 
following storms in July 
got help from the province 
Thursday in the form of a 
$32 million cheque. 

The province classified 
storms that hit Edmonton 
on July 12,15 and 18 as 
disasters and, as a result, 
are providing the money 
for uninsurable losses that 
homeowners suffered. 

The city apphed for the 
funding after the storms 
and the province an¬ 
nounced they accepted the 
request Thursday. 

“We are very pleased 
that they were able to 
come through in this 
instance,” said Chris Ward, 
Edmonton’s manager of 
drainage services. 

The province has dis¬ 
cussed moving the disaster 
program toward a more 
preventative approach 
aimed at preventing future 
damages, rather than pay¬ 
ing for them. 

Cam Tra 3 mor, a spokes¬ 
person for the Municipal 
Affairs department, said 
the province is still study¬ 
ing that notion. 

“There is still some 
reviewing to do and some 
decision making to hap¬ 
pen,” he said. 

Registration centres 
will be open Oct. 15 to 
17 at city hall at the Mill 
Woods Recreation Centre. 
Anyone appl 3 dng should 
bring photo identification, 
a letter from their insur¬ 
ance company den 3 dng 
coverage, and any bills 
they incurred repairing 
damage. 

The city lost $5.6 mil¬ 
lion worth of public infra¬ 
structure in the storm and 
will also apply for funding.

The century plant at Ed¬ 
monton’s Muttart Conserv¬ 
atory is blooming for the 


first — and last — time in 
35 years before it dies in 
just a few weeks. 

As the agave americana 
towers over the rest of the 
arid specimens in the con¬ 
servatory (its 30-foot stalk 
nearly reaches the top of 
the pyramid), it’s hard to 
believe that just a few short 
months ago it was barely 
three feet high.

Transgender rights. 

Anders targets bill that 
seeks to amend human 
rights act to include 
gender identity 


Transgender rights advo¬ 
cates are fuming at a peti¬ 
tion launched by Conserva¬ 
tive MP Rob Anders that 
aims to stop transgendered 
people from using public 
washrooms that match their 
gender identity. 

The petition targets Bill 
C-279, a private member’s 
bill to amend the Can¬ 
adian Human Rights Act 
and the Criminal Code to 
add “gender identity” and 
“gender expression” to the 
list of prohibited grounds 



for discrimination. 

The bill makes no men¬ 
tion of washrooms, but in a 
petition posted on Anders’ 
website, he dubs it the “bath¬ 
room bill” and says its “goal 


is to give transgendered men 
access to women’s public 
washroom facilities.” 

The petition states: “It is 
the duty of the House of Com¬ 
mons to protect and safe¬ 
guard our children from any 
exposure and harm that will 
come from giving a man ac¬ 
cess to women’s public wash¬ 
room facilities.” 

Randall Garrison, the NDP’s 
LGBT rights critic, introduced 
Bill G-279 last year. 

“What’s most offensive 
about his petition is that he 
equates transgendered people 
with sex offenders and pedo¬ 
philes,” he said. 

“This petition is obviously 
based on ignorance, misinfor¬ 
mation and fear, but that’s im- 
fortunately what we’ve come 
to expect from Mr. Anders.”

Turkey doesn’t want war with 
S 3 n’ia, but it’s determined to 
protect its borders and its 
people, the country’s prime 
minister declared Thursday 

Prime Minister Recep Tay- 
yip Erdogan spoke at a news 
conference hours after Par¬ 
liament approved a bill au¬ 
thorizing military operations 
against S 3 n’ia. Earlier, Turkey 
fired on targets in Syria for a 
second day following a S 3 n'ian 
shelling that killed five civil¬ 
ians in the border town of 
Akcakale. 

Erdogan suggested that 
the S 3 ^ian shelling was not 
accidental, saying such shells 



had fallen on Turkish terri¬ 
tory on seven previous occa¬ 
sions since Syria’s civil war 
began last year. 

“We want peace and se¬ 
curity and nothing else. We 


would never want to start a 
war,” Erdogan said, speaking 
from Akcakale. “Turkey is a 
country which is capable of 
protecting its people and bor¬ 
ders.

For its part, Syria admit¬ 
ted it was responsible for 
the shelling that killed five 
people and formally apolo¬ 
gized for the deaths, another 
top Turkish official said. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Besir Atalay said S 3 n'ia has 
reassured the UN that “such 
an incident will not occur 
again.” 

Atalay said Parliament’s 
authorization was not dec¬ 
laration of war on S 3 n’ia but 
gives Turkey the right to re¬ 
spond to any future attacks 
from S 3 n’ia. 

“The bill is not for war,” 
Atalay said. “It has deterrent

pushed homes off founda¬ 
tions and stranded residents 
on rooftops when the levees 
failed. 

About nine million people 
visit New Orleans each year, 
mostly to see its stately 
homes along oak-lined av¬ 
enues, dine at its renowned 
restaurants and take in the 
jazz and ribaldry of Bour¬ 
bon Street. But Katrina’s 


devastation in August 2005 
unleashed an unexpected 
cottage tourism industry, 
drawing a daily parade of 
rubbernecking tourists for 
a close-up look at the city’s 
hard-hit area. 

Worried that a flood of 
tour buses and vans would 
interfere with clean-up ef¬ 
forts, in 2006 City Council 
banned them from cross¬ 
ing the Industrial Canal en¬ 
tering the neighbourhood 
that received Katrina’s fury.

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Locksmith sells keys to NYC for $150

The New York City fire depart¬ 
ment is reviewing how and to 
whom it hands out keys after 
a retired locksmith sold a mas¬ 
ter set on eBay that control 
much of the city’s infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

Retired New Jersey lock¬ 
smith Daniel Ferraris sold a 
ring of five “firemen’s keys” to 
an undercover New York Post 
reporter for $150 with a pro¬ 


viso: “Don’t try to use them,” 
the newspaper reported. 

The reporter tried them 
anyway and found one of the 
master firefighter’s keys could 
control every highrise elevator 
in the city and open firehouse 
doors, subway entrances and 
construction-site boxes. 

Two other keys were city 
electrician master keys that 
controlled street lamps and 
circuit-breakers in large build¬ 
ings. 

Ferraris has promised to 
stop selling master keys, FDNY 
spokesman Frank Dwyer told 
Torstar News Service. 

The 69-year-old retired 
locksmith declined to speak to 
Torstar News Service. His eBay 
account was active, and he was 
selhng “obsolete” and antique 


keys, briefly after the article 
appeared but his account was 
closed down by Thursday. 

The Are department, Dw¬ 
yer said, is looking at “possible 
internal changes regarding 
distribution and collection of 
keys.” 

“Every FDNY member — 
flreflghters, paramedics, EMTs 
— have a key that controls 
elevators for use in an emer¬ 
gency,” he said. 

“Elevator repairmen, elec¬ 
tricians, building managers, 
maintenance people and 
others also have these keys. 
(They) are not unique to FDNY 
members.” 

The department has not 
confiscated the master set 
bought by the reporter, he 
said.

Overall drought condi¬ 
tions in the lower 48 states 
held steady over the seven- 
day period ending Tuesday, 
with about one-fifth of the 


total land area in extreme 
or exceptional drought, the 
two worst classifications, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Drought 
Monitor’s weekly update of 
its drought map released 
Thursday. 

Conditions worsened, 
though, in Kansas and Iowa, 
the nation’s biggest corn 
producer, and nearly 98 per 
cent of Nebraska was still 
deemed to be in one of the 
two worst categories.

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Seven Psychopaths. 
Woody Harrelson jumps 
at the chance to play a 
violent crime boss 


Woody Harrelson is not a vio¬ 
lent man, but he’ll happily play 
one onscreen — especially if it’s 
for writer-director Martin Mc- 
Donagh. In McDonagh’s latest, 
Seven Psychopaths, Harrelson 
stars as a crime boss at the end 
of his rope after his beloved 
Shih Tzu is dog-napped by 
some petty con men (played by 
Christopher Walken and Sam 
Rockwell). For Harrelson, the 
role meant finally correcting 
a previous mistake of turning 
down the chance to work for 
McDonagh. 

The movie offers several 
definitions of a psychopath. 
What’s yours? 

Probably they’re just as unique 
and as individual as flowers 
(Harrelson picks up a vase off 
of the table, sniffs flowers, 
and laughs). But you know, 

1 guess that it’s meant to be 
that they’re all individuals and 
they defy stereotypes. Martin 
McDonagh is never going to be 
easily stereotyped. 

What made you want to work 
with Martin? 

Well, I’ve been a fan of his 
for quite a long time, before 
he made any movies. 1 was 
working on this decade-long 
project, this screenplay to take 
place entirely in Ireland, so I 
wanted to meet him because 
I inquired about the best Irish 
playwright. Although I guess 
he’s a little bit Irish and a little 
bit Enghsh. But anyway, so I 
was in Dublin and he flew in 
from London and we hung out 
and we had an incredible time. 
And then we stayed fidends, 
and at the time he was writing 
this play called Pillowman, and 
then he offered me the lead 



role, the one that Billy Crudup 
ended up playing. I read it and 
I thought, well, it’s too bad. 

This guy is such a genius and 
he’s always great at this ability 
to juxtapose light and dark in 
such a way that it just makes 
you laugh. And in this case I 
felt like the dark had over¬ 
powered the light, so I didn’t 
do the play. And I went and 
saw it and I was just like, “This 
is one of the best productions 
I’ve ever seen. Of an 3 Ahing.” So 
I was really pissed at myself for 
not doing that. Now all these 
years later I certainly wasn’t 
going to pass up the chance to 
work wi& him again. 

You’re not a terribly angry or 
violent person in real life, but 
you play those types so well. 

It does seem to just come 
pretty easy. I think you’ll And 
this is true with most actors. 
You’re going to And a pocket, a 
little well of anger in there. I’ve 
certainly found it to be true. 
And by the same token, actors 
are some of the most fun 
people to hang out with, but 
there’s always that little pool of 
anger ready to bubble up. I sup¬ 
pose it comes in handy times 
like these.

In the new thriller Argo, John 
Goodman plays unsimg hero 
John Chambers. 

The real life Chambers was 
a legendary Hollywood makeup 
artist who created techniques 
in the 1960s while working on 
Aims like Planet of the Apes, 


which are still used today. 
Most famously he designed the 
pointed Spock ears worn by 
Leonard Nimoy on Star Trek. 

He was also a civilian CIA 
operative. He never won an 
Academy Award, but the spy 
organization gave him their 
highest civilian honour for 
his help on various missions, 
including the daring rescue 
of six American diplomats 
during the Iranian hostage 
crisis of 1979. 

Not much is known of 
Chambers’s exploits, but Good¬ 
man felt he needed to get the 
essence of the man right. 

“I could be funny and say 
I don’t want to get my eye 
gouged out by an angiy make¬ 
up guy,” he says when I ask if 
he feels responsibility to Cham¬ 


bers. “He was kind of the pro¬ 
genitor of people I work with. 
There was a boom in the ’60s 
with prosthetic makeup and he 
was &e wellhead of it. To not 
take that seriously would be 
to deny the craftsmen working 
now and the work that he did 
do for his government serving 
his coimtiy.” 

Goodman shares most of his 
scenes 'with another Hollywood 
legend, Alan Arkin, who plays 
movie producer Lester Siegel. 

“I think the world of 
him,” he says. “He has always 
touched something in me as 
an actor that was real and 
truthful. How does he do it? 
The things I’ve heard him say 
over the years and the way he 
started, with Second City and 
as a musician, has always fas¬ 


cinated me. 

“We would sit and taUc 
about jazz-bop, Charlie Parker, 
Slim GaiUard and all those cats. 
We foimd a vocabulary and 
it was immediate to me that I 
could relax with him because I 
could trust him.” 

And Goodman is quick to 
acknowledge Canada’s involve¬ 
ment in the rescue. 

“Those people were heroes,” 
he says of Taylor and the 
Canadians who hid the U.S. 
refugees. 

“I can’t imagine doing that 
with the riots going on outside, 
the constant reminder that you 
are risking your lives; risking 
a very gruesome death. There 
would have been torture. But it 
was pulled off with typical Can¬ 
adian aplomb.”

I loved it. But it certainly didn’t make Disney 
very wealthy. It didn’t gross a whole lot of 
money the first time around. It sort of caught 
up with the DVDs and the VHSs and stuff 
afterward, when people sort of caught up with 
it. I knew it was not your most commercial of 
movies. Only Tim would’ve made this picture. 
There’s no one else who would have even 
bothered, I just think it’s a very special film 
and unique. And awfully good. I mean, forget 
present company, but the whole thing had such 
a feeling of this group of people tr 3 dng to make 
movies, I mean, it’s sort of sweet and sad and ' 
funny and... awful. 

On re-teaming with 
the filmmaker 

I usually get along pretty well with directors, 
and the good ones create a playground for you 
and it’s a very creative time, V\^ether it be 
Hitchcock or Coppola or Woody (Allen) — well. 
Woody doesn’t direct anybody. But Tim is a 
friend. I may not see him for a year or a year 
and a half, but when I see him it’s just like no 
time went by It’s like the time in between has 
been edited out. We’ll continue a conversation 
we had two years ago. I have that with Johnny 
(Depp), too, in a certain way. 


On life as an actor 


On the early days of TV 


Jack Balance and I worked together four times 
over the years. A lot of people had trouble with 
him, I never did. He could be dangerous in a 
fight sequence and stuff, but I got along with 
him and I know a lot of people who didn’t. He 
was a bit irascible. But when we saw each other, 
it was like bingo! It was like we saw each other 
two days ago. And that happens a lot if you’re 
in the theatre or film. Actors tend to do that 
very comfortably because we know there’s such 
an intense time that we’re working together 
that if we’re into each other in a certain way 
— we stay in the same hotels when we’re on 
location and we as a result eat a lot together, 
drink a lot together, hang out together. Then 
you don’t see them and you’re into something 
else, you see other people. And sometimes two, 
three, four years go by and you see them again 
and it’s like no time’s gone by. It’s pretty pecu¬ 
liar. Other people don’t usually have that. 



There was CBS, NBC and the Dumont Television 
Network, because ABC didn’t have a network 
yet — radio, but not television. Dumont lost 
its franchise and ABC took it over because the 
shows were so poor — and I did a lot of work 
on Dumont. I did a detective show called The 
Plainclothesman. It was awful. And we had 12 
hours from the time we read the script to the 
time it was on the air. You had to think on your 
feet. The cameras would go out and you’d have 
to change clothes on the run and slip into a 
chair because you were just in the scene before. 
The wardrobe people would run and Velcro you 
in the back and change your tie with Velcro, 
and you’d run like crazy and get into a chair 
as the camera was pulling back. They’d light a 
cigarette for you and you’d sit there as if you’d 
been there 20 minutes. By the time the camera 
got back you were trying not to breathe fast 
because you were running a country mile to 
get there. And the best part of that acting was 
just being able to breathe and not look like you 
were gasping. That was acting!

Jersey Shore cast 
loolcs ahead as 
ending nears 


Tanned Troupe. 

The wildly popular 
reality TV show 
drew ire for the 
cast’s drunken antics 


The clock is ticking for Jersey 
Shore. 

The boozy reality TV ser¬ 
ies about a group of self- 
proclaimed “guidos” and 
“guidettes” cohabiting in a 
run-down Seaside Heights, 
N.J., party house is winding 
down as its sixth — and MTV 
promises, final — season gets 
under way almost three years 
after it debuted and became a 
pop-cultural situation spawn¬ 
ing catchphrases, punch 
lines, hairdos and tabloid fod¬ 
der. 

Don’t remind the show’s 
cast. They’re not quite ready 
for their 15 minutes of fame 
to end. 

“That was the longest 15 
minutes of my life!” Ronnie 
Ortiz-Magro boasted during 
a recent interview with his 
pals. 

“We got, hke, a half hour,” 
joked Paul “DJ Pauly D” 
DelVecchio. 

What began as yet another 
MTV reality show — The Real 
World with fist-pumping 
Italian-American 20 some¬ 
things — became one of the 
network’s biggest hits. 

Over the past five seasons, 
the Thursday night show 
dominated the Nielsen rat¬ 


ings, drawing as many as 
eight million viewers and 
consistently ranking as the 
No. 1 cable series in the 12-to- 
34-year-old demographic. 

As the popularity of Jersey 
Shore grew, so did disdain 
for the series documenting 
the drunken antics of Nicole 
“Snooki” Polizzi, Mike “The 
Situation” Sorrentino and 
company. 

Italian-American anti-def¬ 
amation groups lashed out 
at Jersey Shore for its stereo¬ 
typical portrayals. New Jer¬ 
sey Gov. Chris Christie once 
deemed it “negative for New 
Jersey.” 

Despite the continued un- 
apologetic success of the ser¬ 
ies, MTV announced this sum¬ 
mer that the sixth edition 
would be the last call for the 
Jersey Shore cast and crew, 
who fled winter for Miami 
Beach in the second season 
and travelled to Italy for the 
fourth edition. 

It’s a bittersweet moment 
for the tanned troupe, who 
have no interest in fading out 
of the spotlight. 

“Ever 3 fthing has to come 
to an end,” said DelVecchio. 
“Sopranos ended. Entourage 
ended. Jersey Shore has to 
end. It’s only a chapter of our 
lives. Now, another chapter 
of our lives is opening. We’re 
just gonna use that tool. 
Whoever is smart enough to 
make the right decisions will 
make it last forever. That’s 
the name of the game: mak¬ 
ing it last forever.”

Revolution. Acclaimed 
producer continues 
exploration between 
flesh and machine 


“There is an inherent evil to 
the wondrous technology 
that we embrace blindly,” 
says J.J. Abrams. 

It’s a loaded observation that 
seems simultaneously quiz¬ 
zical, thrilled and circumspect. 
And it hints at the world view 
of Abrams, the alliteratively in¬ 
itialed writer-director-producer 
whose latest series. Revolution, 
airs Mondays on Cit 3 Tv. 

Consider Abrams’ anec¬ 
dote about a fax machine 
that demanded his attention 
when it went on the blink. 

“For several minutes, I 
was a slave to the machine,” 
he says, recalling how it dis¬ 
played step-by-step directions 
for fixing it. “If an alien had 
come down and peeked in the 
window, it would have con¬ 
cluded, ‘Oh, this is a society in 
which little devices tell those 
bipedal creatures what to do.’” 

The notion amuses him as 
much as gives him pause. 

“We are in that place right 
now,” he declares. “We are 
as much in response to what 
this thing is telling us to do as 
it is to us. This is a balancing 
act, and I’m not sure which 
side has more weight.” 

Such a tale helps explain 
why his new drama. Revolu¬ 
tion, spoke to him as a series 
idea. It was created by Eric 
Rripke (Supernatural). But it 
bears the imprint of Abrams, 
one of fihndom’s most invent¬ 
ive and recognized names, and 
his company, tellingly dubbed 
Bad Robot Productions. 

Revolution tells of a world 
15 years after Earth inexplic¬ 
ably suffers a power outage. 
Every gadget, hght source, com¬ 
munications means and con¬ 
veyance is the victim of a seem¬ 
ingly permanent blackout. 

The upshot? For Abrams, 
it’s “an epic romantic family 
quest.” 

That is, a rogue band of 
survivors is pitted against an 
oppressive militia that treats re¬ 
maining loyalists to the United 
States as insurgents to be 
crushed. MeanwMle, modern¬ 
ity is in ruins and overrun by 
greenery as an agrarian lifestyle 
reasserts itself. Stars include 
Tracy Spiridakos, Billy Burke, 
Zak Orth, Elizabeth Mitchell 
and Giancarlo Esposito. 

What intrigued Abrams 
wasn’t so much the why of the 
power going out — though he 
promises the whys will be ex¬ 
plained in time — but rather 
the saga that results from its 
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Meanwhile, Abrams' family 
keeps him grounded. 


“When the power goes out, the structure of society 
would shift enormously. The people who are in con¬ 
trol are more likely to fall by the wayside and not 
know how to handle anything. The have-nots will 
know how to live in that world and will become the

absence. Here is a raging new 
twist on the Swiss Family 
Robinson, people challenged 
by the dicey wish fulfilment 
of a world no longer in thrall 
to technology. 

“I think the connection be¬ 
tween the flesh and the ma¬ 
chine is fascinating and rel¬ 
evant,” he says. “I don’t know 
what’s more relevant than 
that today. It’s a big part of 
Revolution, as well as Fringe 
and Person of Interest.” 

Abrams’ CBS high-tech 
drama Person of Interest, 
now starting its second sea¬ 
son, harnesses state-of-the-art 
surveillance gadgetry in New 


York City and then applies 
pattern recognition to iden¬ 
tify people who will soon be 
involved in violent crimes. 

His Fox sci-fi series Fringe, 
beginning its fifth and final 
season, is a mind-expanding 
exploration of “fringe” science, 
parallel universes and alternate 
timelines. Both those shows are 
steeped in technology. 

But Revolution (which in its 
first three airings has averaged 
9.8 million viewers and scored 
a full-season order from NBC) 
is giving Abrams a chance to 
address his favourite issues 
while catching his breath in its 
more primitive setting.

THE NIGHT BEFORE 

1. Mix sage, shallots and butter 
with wooden spoon. Keep sage 
butter at room temperature. 

Turkey Leg and Thigh Log 

1. Remove giblets from cav¬ 
ity; cover in milk and re- 
fngerate overnight for gravy 
(metronews.ca/food). 

2. Remove legs and thighs; save 
neck and bones for gravy. Re¬ 
move bones from leg and thigh, 
keeping meat in one piece with 
skin remains attached. Using 
boning knife, remove sinew 
and small bones from legs. 
Lightly cut through leg and 
tMgh meat to make incisions. 
Trim meat to make it as square 
as possible (about 9 by 9 inches).

3. Season both sides of tur¬ 
key with kosher salt and fresh 
cracked black pepper. Spread 2 
tbsp of sage butter on surface of 
meat (but not side with skin). 

4. Cut tinfoil and parchment 
paper into 12 by 12 inch sheets. 
Roll meat into tight log. Wrap 
tightly with parchment paper 
then wrap tightly with tinfoil, 
ensuring a tight, even log. Twist 


both ends of tinfoil. Cover and 
refrigerate overnight. 

Turkey Breast (Crown) 

1. Using fingers tips, separate 
skin from turkey breast, but 
keep it intact. Spread generous 
amounts of sage butter imder 
the skin onto the breast meat. 
Smooth out the butter beneath 
the skin by gently applying 
even pressure to the skin. 

2. Heavily season the entire 
turkey with kosher salt and 
cracked pepper, even inside the 
cavity. Cover entire turkey and 
refrigerate overnight. 

THE DAY OF 

1. Remove turkey breast from 
the refrigerator and let it sit at 
room temperature for 1 hour. 

2. Set the oven temperature 
to 450 F and place turkey on 
roasting pan. Roast at 450 F for 
20 minutes and baste often. Re¬ 
duce temperature 220 F and in¬ 
sert thermometer through the 
thickest part of the breast. 


3. When breast temperature 
reaches 90 F, remove leg and 
thigh log from refrigerator 
and place in 220-F oven. Roast 
turkey breast until internal 
temperature reads 155 F. Re¬ 
move from oven. 

4. Let turkey breast rest for 20 
minutes; remove meat from 
bones and slice meat thinly. 

5. Cook leg and thigh log imtil 
thermometer reads 165 F. Re¬ 
move from tinfoil and parch¬ 
ment; save all liquid for gravy. 
Slice meat log into .25-inch 
medallions, 10 slices per leg.

CFL. Can veteran 
quarterback help 
stabilize Edmonton’s 
woeful offence?

Mired in a five-game los¬ 
ing streak, the Eskimos made 
moves this week to try to sta¬ 
bilize their struggling, incon¬ 
sistent offence. Edmonton 
declared Kerry Joseph their 
starting quarterback for the 
rest of the season and ended 
the merry-go-round at run¬ 
ning back by naming Hugh 
Charles their No. 1 man. 

Putting the team’s fate in 
the hands of Joseph is ironic.

That experiment is prov¬ 
ing to be a failure as Steven 
Jyles, in his second stint with 
the Eskimos, has been in¬ 
consistent and third-stringer 
Matt Nichols basically sat on 
the bench until recently. 

With the offence last or 
second-last in most statis¬ 
tics, head coach Kavis Reed 
this week took over as of¬ 
fensive co-ordinator and de¬ 
cided to end the uncertainly 
at quarterback and running 
back. 

Charles has had more than 
10 carries only once since the 
team added Cory Boyd and 
Jerome Messam to solidify 
the running back situation. 

“We tried something 
new,” Charles said. “Cory got 
released and found a new 
home here and we tried that 
formula and the rotation was 
OK for a bit. Then you had 
Messam come and you have 
it in the back of your head ... 
you have to play these guys. 
We tried the formula and it 
just didn’t quite work out.” 

The Jyles experiment also 
hasn’t worked out so Joseph, 
who hasn’t been a regular 


starter since 2009, will carry 
the team’s fading playoff 
hopes. 

A win tonight is vital since 
the Eskimos would be fight¬ 
ing Hamilton for a playoff 
spot in the CFL’s cross-over 
format. Both teams are 5-8. 

“My main focus, to be 


honest, is to win this week,” 
Joseph said of the opportun¬ 
ity. “1 haven’t thought about 
it an 5 ^here beyond that. I’m 
just looking at this game be¬ 
cause I know it’s a very im¬ 
portant game for us.” 

Joseph said stability at 
quarterback isn’t a big issue 


despite the constant rotating, 
because the players haven’t 
worried about who was in the 
position
